The 
temprature in March, 1914, was un¬ 
usually high, ranging between the 
12th and 19th, from 76 to 90 degrees, 
the mean highest for the month being 
71.06 degrees and the mean lowest 
54.3. On the 17th the thermometer re¬ 
corded 90 degrees in Sierra Madre and 
94 degrees in Los Angeles.

From the latest number of Edison 
Current Topics, the monthly magazine 
published by the Southern California 
Edison Company, we reprint an in¬ 
teresting article by District Agent 
Fred Schwartz about Anokla, the home 
of Mrs. Anita M. Baldwin. The article 
deals with the remarkably complete 
electrical equipment of the place and 
also embodies an interesting general 
description. Mr. Schwartz writes:

I refer to "Anokla," the 
famous residence or Mrs. Anita M. 
Baldwin, owner of the Santa Anita 
Rancho, situated upon the Foothill 
boulevard, about fifteen miles east of 
la is Angeles, upon a part of the Rald- 
wln estate which was the property of 
Iter well known father. 

Duly a few years ago the use of 
electric energy in the rural communi¬ 
ties was a rare exception. Through 
tile far sightedness and progressive 
spirit of (lie prineipaJ power companies 


where they are conveniently arranged 
to suit tl»e pleasure rtf milady. 

Refrigerating Plant 

Also in the basement is located tint 
refrigerating plant of six tons capac¬ 
ity and a model cl its kinri. This ma¬ 
chine is operated by a lifteen-horse- 
povver motor and in addition to pro¬ 
ducing 300 to 400 pounds of ice dally, 
t also furnishes refrigeration for sev- 
crai boxes having a sace of approxi¬ 
mately 1500 cubic feet. While the ma¬ 
chine is running, brine is circulated 
through tile cooling pipes in (lie boxes 
by a small pump driven from the main 
diaft anil except in extremely warm 
weather, about three hours operation 
per day Is sufiicient to maintain a 
temperature of thirty-three to forty 
degrees. 

Water for drinking purposes is 
ooled and distributed throughout the 
h HIS'■ hv a separate circulating system. 
A lank has been piovided through 
which passes a series of brine coils for 
cooling I lie Water and a small electric 
motor operates the pump which in¬ 
sures cold water constantly at each 
outlet. 

Adjoining the refrigerating plant is 
thi' electric vacuum cleaning machine

make best results obtainable. This 
cheering information is contained in a 
letter to the editor of the News from 
Supervisor John J. Hamilton, who 
writes as follows under date of March 
3rd:

"I am following up the matter of 
work on Baldwin avenue, north of the 
Foothill boulevard, and have today 
been assured by Road Foreman Adams 
that the work will lie done as soon as 
the weather is sufficiently warm to get 
the host results. 

"Mr. Adams says that he has express 
orders to this effect, and I have no 
doubt that the work will receive early 
attention, probably this month.

On tiie 
large uncovered veranda, extending 
Hie full width of the house, about twen¬ 
ty-five single light bronze metal light¬ 
ing standards of unique design have 
been attractively placed so that the Il¬ 
lumination is most pleasing in effect 

I'lie general lighting plan of the in¬ 
ti rlor is accomplished with indirect 
units except where smaller lights are 
used for special and decorative pur¬ 
poses In the “Jinks Room," a particu¬ 
larly striking feature is apparent in 
the lighting scheme, where the walls 
zirc 'adorned with exquisitely hand¬ 
some and characteristic paintings.

Probably the most unusual device for 
i private residence is the electrically 
ipent 1 ed hair drier. As might lie sur- 
nised. this apparatus is in the nature 
,f a small compressor to which is at- 
nctird a one-horsepower motor oper- 
led about one hour a day. which in¬ 
ures an ample quantity of compressed 


which extends throughout the entire 
house. 

Horr.e Machine Shop 

Another novel but very attractive 
feature is the machine simp, which has 
In en given ample space in the garage. 
This shop is thoroughly equipped with 
apparatus to care P.r all repairs from 
threading a small holt to re-making 
the chassis of an automobile. 

Among the principal pieces of ma¬ 
chinery are the lathe. drill, press.

The electrically equipped laundry is 
jila« » il in n separate building adjoin¬ 
ing the garage, where the electric 
washing machine, iron, etc., do con¬ 
stant duty. 

Knr convenience in the care of the 
automobiles, another vacuum cleaning 
machine has been installed in the gar- 
age. Thin is tin* same size and capac¬ 
ity as that used in the house and op¬ 
erated by ii five-horsepower motor. 

Water System 

Water for the entire place is ob¬ 
tained from a well in a remote part of 
the grounds. About three hundred 
yards distant from the well and on 
the highest point, is located a largo 
cement reservoir built on top of tho 
ground. Forming a part of the same 
structure is a separate compartment 
containing :l pressure pump connected 
to seven and one-half horsepower mot¬ 
or. filter and an iron tank of 1800 gal¬ 
lons’ capacity. 

With the pressure pomp, the water is 
forced from the reservoir into the iron 
tank from which it is distributed at 
fifty pounds pressure, t«* the house, 
ggruge and stable. 

Water for the remainder of the place 
Is distributed by gravity directly from 
tho reservoir. Fquipment for the well 
is a direct connected forty horsepower 
motor to n centrifugal pump.
